It Is 'Said. 


Chicago, April -19.—Because of the 


high' price of meats, for which the 
beef trust .is blamed, the American 
citizen will have to pay more for his 
shoes and leather goods. The advance 
which is imminent m the price of 
footwear, is due to the higher cost of 
cattle, which makes the hide as well 
as other portions more valuable Deal 
ers in hides and leather are already 
beginning to teel the effects ot the 
strained market, and claim that they 
will soon be torced to raise prices in 
self defense 
Meanwhile the cost of 


ajl meats goes still higher. Beef, pork 
and mutton advanced trom one-eighth 
to one-fourth of.a cent today. Dealers 
here say many families have 
gone 


without meat for days. Large dealers

Gire the roots of trees a deep and 


broad bed of soil to start and grow in.

The suggestion for such an organiza- 


tion was first made by F. H. Knowlton 
of the United States National museum 
of Washington. To him lias just been 
awarded the prize offered through the 
New York Botanical society by the 
Misses Carolina and 
Olivia 1'uelps 


Stokes in the competition for an essay 
embodying the best suggestions for the 
preservation of the native plants. 


Mr. Knowlton's idea has been most 


enthusiastically received in New York 
city and throughout New England, and 
it Is confidently expected that before 
many months the Torrey society will 
be ready to take up the new work. 


During the last decade tliere has been 


such wanton destruction of some of the 
most beautiful of the native plants that 
it has become evident that unless some- 
thing be done and that quickly seme of 
tbe most attractive flowers of wood- 
land and meadow must disappear. The 
trailing arbutus is an example. In tlie 
vicinity of New York city it used to !>e 
one of the commonest of early spring 
flowers. But now such ravages htne 
been made by thoughtless folk that it 
has become most rare. 


"To devise means for the adequate 


protection of ttie native plants will not 
be easy," says Mr. Knowlton. "but the 
same might have been said a few years 
ago about the birds, yet their protec- 
tion by legislative enactment and an 
awakened public sentiment is an ac- 
complished fact It is but reasonable 
to suppose that tbe same may in time 
be accomplished for the vanishing 
plants.
